many counties and cities of our State 
show that the bulk of the revenue 
is 


raised from the taxes paid by tbe poor 
man and the mau of moderate means, 
and a closer examination 
of the list 


will show that while the mau of a few 
thousand dollars is assessed 
up to the 


full value of bis property, 
the man of 


many thousands 
is assessed 
at half or 


less than half his actual value in dol- 
lars 
and 
cento. 
In no place 
in the 


State is this system 
of evasion carried 


to a greater extent than in San Fran- 
cisco.

that is never 
taxed.
